DRIVING FORCE 
IN PEACE MOVE 


Proposal Beyond Control of 
Military Party, Wash- 
ington Believes 


ANOTHER NOTE 


Original Suggestion Was a 
Plan to Gain Time to Re- 
store Shattered Army 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct. 30.—The 
general opinion amone officials and 
diplomats here is that the German 


proposal for an armistice and peace, | 


while having in its origin a plan to 
gain time for strengthening the army 
and restoring its shattered morale, has 
now gotten beyond the control of the 
military party and that the German 
people are the force which is driving 
the German government to make 
verms for ending the war. 

Another note from the German gov- 
ernment, explanatory of the changes 
that have been made or projected in 
the German constitution and form of 
government was received today 
through the Swiss legation, but the 
state department did not make it pub- 
lic. This note was understood to be 
supplementary to the preceding Ger- 
man communication saying to the 
President that he must 
edge of the efforts that have been 
made to democratize Germany, 

President Wilson was at work today 
on his reply to Austria-Hungary's re- 
newed plea for an armistice and peace 
and it was expected that it would be 
dispatched before night, but later to- 
day it was sald at the state depart- 
inent that there would be no an- 


nouncement regarding the reply to-/ 


night. 
Austria Nearly Out 

The administration was said to be 
well convinced now that Austria al- 
ready is nearly out of the war and 
that her will for peace is simply 
tempered by a natural disposition to 
get the best terms possible short of 
unconditional surrender, 

The report that Count Andrassy, the 
new Austrian premier, is about to sue 
directly to Italy for peace on the 
ground that Italy is Austria’s “sole 
antagonist’ is generally regarded as 
confirmatory of this understanding of 
the hopeless situation in the dual em- 
pire. It was pointed out that since 
Italy solemnly engaged with the other 
Entente powers not to make a separ- 
ate peace, if Austria carries out this 
plan it naturally would be referred by 
ltaly to the supreme war council. 

There was no official information 
here today as to the progress of the 
del-berations of the supreme war 
council and notice wag taken of the 
reserved attitude of the council in 
issuing any statements. The infer- 
ence is drawn that a definite policy 
has been agreed upon to hold a!) in- 
formation regarding the discussions 
before the council of the grave diplo- 
matic and military questions, which 


with the preparation of an armistice. 
Question of Guarantees 

One comparatively new proposition 
discussed by officials here relates to 
the guarantees to be exacted from 
Germany for the losses suffered by the 
populations of those portions of Bad- 
gium and France occupied by the 
Germans, This ts understood to con- 
template the possession by the Allies 
of a number of municipalities in the 
Rhine country and the products of 
mines and ‘the soil therein until com- 
pensation has been made. Thus Ger- 
many would be dependent upon the 
Entente powers for any iron and coal 
or manufactured products she might 
have to draw from that territory, 

The officia] text of the Austrian note 
which did not differ materially from 
the unofficial version, was made public 


today at the state department, but 
there was no announcement of the 
receipt of the communication from 


Count Andrassy to Secretary Lansing, 
asking the secretary to use his good 
offices with the President in behalf of 
Austria's plea. 

Nor would any one admit knowl- 
edge of the extraordinary communica- 
tion from M. Tchitcherin, the Bolshe- 
viki foreign minister, as given in cable 
G@empitches today, demanding the 
evacuation by the Allied and American 
troops of Murman, Archangel and 
Siberia, 
never recognized even the existence 
of the government of which M, Tchit- 
cherin is a part, it is not probable that 
his note will elicit a response. It is 
regarded as quite natural that 
German-supported Bolsheviki govern- 
ment should have been made very 
neryous by the impending collapse of 
the military party in Germany and 
Austria,

Kaiser Says That Moment for | 


Abdication Has"Not Yet Come’ 


} LONDON, Oct. 30.—‘‘If the moment comes when the interests 
|of Germany demand it, I should abdicate without hesitation. But 
{the moment does not seem to haye come.’’ Emperor William is 
quoted as having said this in an address to a number of members 
of the German reichstag, according to a dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company from Amsterdam, quoting advices from Berlin. 
The Emperor said the people must not think that he had decided 
to remain on the throne at all costs. 
The dispatch says that it is generally believed in Berlin that if 
| the Emperor abdicates, it will be in favor of Prince William, eldest 
son of the German Crown Prince. 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. 30.—‘‘The German people shall be the most, 
free people in the world.’’? This declaration was made by Emperor 
| William, in addressing the new state secretary on October 21, ac- 
cording to a Berlin dispatch printed in the Rhenische Westphalische 
Zeitung of Essen.

MANY APPEALS 
ARE MADE FOR 
ASSISTANCE 


Lack of Medical Help is Being 
Badly Felt in Many 
Cases 


No improvement tn the influenza 
epidemic was visible on Wednesday 
morning, nor were the city officials of 
Opinion that they could look for any 
at present. 

Health Officer Whitelaw said that 
there was no let-up in the number of 
cases being reported, and during the 
morning he had received a list of over 
70 from the Highland district alone. 
Some form of assistance was requir- 
ed in the majority of these cases, and 
with a number of doctors sick it was 
being found increasingly difficult to 
secure medica! help ; 

An instance of this was furnished 
as the medical officer was conversing 
with the press representative, for a 
call came to the « hall for help. A 
baby.was suffering from croup and in 
a bad state and no doctor could be 
secured. Promptly the medical of- 
ficer went off to the case, and Mrs. 
Richards, who was working at the 
central relief bureau, went with him 
to give what help she could, 

Doctors Respond splendidly. 

The doctors are responding splen- 
didly to the calls made upon them. At 
lam. on Wednesday hurry call 
came to the city hail, and although 
he had been on the run all day Dr. 
Gillespie got up from bed and went 
off to Connor's Hill road. Here in a 
small building were two soldiers’ 
wives and three children, nearly all 
suffering from the epidemic, and no 
one to give help. These cases are only 
illustrations, as similar ones are hap- 
pening right along.

City Comptroller Mitchell Re- 
views Conditions for the 
Past Nine Months 


In his comparative statement of the) 


city’s revenue and expenditure (gen- 
eral administration) for the nine 
months ending September 30th, 1918, 
and the corresponding term of last 


year, City Comptroller Mitchell notes 
a considerable increase in the city 
revenue and in the amount of arrears 
of taxes recovered In his statement 
the comptroller says:

A Toronto despatch of October 


29th states that during the inquest 
on the death of F. N. Davidson, of 
the Royal Air Force, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral J.T. Motheringham protested 
against criticism made by some of 
the Toronto papers of conditions 
at the hospital at which Davidson 
died, and said that ‘‘if he had his 
‘way the offending newspapers 
“would be shut up for 
“week.’’ ; 

Surgeon-General Fotheringham 
has put officially on record the 
view that seems to be generally 
held by the military authorities of 
Canada, and what they think ean 
be judged by what they do. The 
remark is as expressive and illum- 
inating as the phrase credited long 
ago to the founder of the Vander- 
bilt fortunes, universally accept- 
ed as the attitude of Big Business 
then and now—‘‘The public be 
damned.’’ Commodore Vander- 
bilt raised a national, or, indeed, 
world-wide issue when he used 
that phrase. Surgeon-General 
Fotheringham has equally raised 
an issue in this Dominion of Can- 
ada. Are the military authorities 
above the law? Does the right of 
criticism of military matters ex- 
ist? 

Unfortunately there is too 
much ground for believing that 
the Surgeon-General of Canada’s 
military forees was expressing 
pained surprise that the consoli- 


dated regulations regarding cen- | 


sorship had not protected his ser- 
vices from criticism. Had The 
Bulletin, for instance, dared to 
give publicity to the facts as ex- 
posed in the Toronto papers there 
is no doubt that it either would 
have received a notice from the 
eensor or would have been shut 
up without notice. But when it 
was the Toronto papers—well, 
that was different, much to Sur- 


geon-General Fotheringham’s dis- | 


gust. ' 
The war in which the world is 


now engaged is not Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Fotheringham’s war, nor the 
war of the military or other au- 
thorities of Canada. So far as 
Canada is concerned, this war is 
being fought and paid for by the 
people of Canada. The soldiers of 
Canada are citizens of Canada. 
They have relatives and friends in 
civil life who are interested in 
their welfare, who pay Surgeon- 
General Fotheringham’s salary 
and expenses, as well as all the 
other costs of the war. It is not 
idle curiosity or impertinence 
when these people, or some of 
them, want to know what is hap- 
pening to their sons or brothers, 
who by reason of their military 
service are so unfortunate as to 
come under the cdlossal ineompe- 
tence represented by Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Fotheringham. The people 
of Canada have a right to know 
whether or not their soldiers, who 
are also their brothers or sons, 
lget proper medical attention or 
treatment when they unfortunate 
ly fall ill while on military ser- 
viee, 

Canada is in the grasp of the 
worst epidemie of the past fifty 
hyears of her history. 
who enlisted or were drafted to 
risk their lives in fighting the 
Juns are being stricken with this 
terrible disease.

The application by a Highlands | 
committee for the use of the High- | 
lands school as a hospital should | 
be granted without delay. The epi- 
demic is so widespread, and _ still 
spreading, that the ordinary civie 
and provincial health machinery | 
cannot by any possibility keep up 
with the situation. There must be 
a general movement of voluntary 
help if tonditions are to be even 
|measureably met. Every opportun- 
ity should be given for voluntary 
effort; under proper supervision 
and direction of course. 

The publie schools of Edmonton 
are splendid buildings. They are | 
well distributed throughout the | 
city. Ata minimum of expense or | 
trouble they can be adapted to | 
hospital purposes. Local voluntary 
|effort could work to best advan- 
|tage if given the opportunity to 
voneentrate on the school  build-

The best that can be done does not 
give exemption from the pest, but 
that imposes more stringently the 
duty of leaving nothing undone 
that can be done to reduce the 
losses and affliction that come by 
it. 


A Wrong Move. 


The Saskatchewan government 
is permitting druggists in that 
province to sell intoxicating liquor 
without a physician's prescription. 
They are doing this as an emer- 
gency epidemic measure. If there 
is one time more than another 
| when it is dangerous to permit the 
| unrestricted sale and therefore the 
abuse of intoxicants it is in the 
presence of such conditions as 
exist at present. That whisky or 
Jother intoxicant has medicinal 
qualities as a stimulant and when | 
properly administered may be ae 
cepted, But its value depends en 
|tirely on how judiciously it is 
used. Used injudiciously it is more 
dangerous now than at any other | 
time. Unfortunately it is those who 
are most likely to use liquor inju 
diciously who are most certain to 
take advantage of any relaxation 
in restriction as to sale.

“These are the real conditions re- 
garding the liquor business,” said Mr. 
Forster, “and it is reasonably certain 
that no ‘wide open’ policy has been 
thought of—nor will be put into ef- 
fect; and if liquor is really needed in 
combatting the influenza epidemic— 
and medical men hold different opin- 
ions on this question—-then a sensible 
and reasonable prescribing, where 
genuinely required, is the only way
